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Postwar  Education 

Postwar  education  must  do  four  things  better  than 
they  have  ever  been  done  before  if  we  are  to  have  a 
peaceful,  progressive,  and  decent  world. 

Our  boys  and  girls  must  have  a  better  understanding 
of  world  history  and  geography  in  order  that  they  may 
be  able  to  make  intelligent  decisions  on  world  problems. 
Because  of  our  democratic  form  of  government,  the  des¬ 
tiny  of  our  own  country  in  its  entirety,  and  the  destiny 
of  the  world  in  part,  depends  upon  the  quality  of  these 
decisions. 

Postwar  education  must  stress  mathematical  com¬ 
petency  and  a  greater  knowledge  of  the  sciences  if  we  are 
to  maintain  our  leadership  in  mass  production  of  quality 
goods.  The  complete  future  of  our  standard  of  living  is 
unalterably  dependent  on  education’s  ability  to  do  a  better 
job  of  teaching  mathematics  and  science. 

Far  too  few  of  our  citizens  can  adequately  express 
themselves  either  among  friends  or  before  the  public.  We 
are  not  masters  of  our  own  language.  English  and  our 
ability  to  use  it  effectively  must  be  re-emphasized  in 
postwar  education. 

Finally,  the  moral  fiber  of  American  character  has 
been  definitely  weakened  by  the  stresses  and  strains  of 
accelerated  living.  Our  educational  system  must  become 
the  invincible  reinforcement  of  tottering  morals  and 
Christian  principles. 


Postwar  Education 

The  complex  conditions  of  world  affairs  during  the 
last  five  years  have  caused  us  to  recognize  that  we  are 
one  world,  that  no  nation  can  live  unto  itself  alone,  but 
that  the  events,  affairs,  and  policies  in  one  nation  affect 
all  peoples.  We  must  realize  that  our  peace,  freedom,  and 
economic,  social,  and  political  security  can  be  attained 
only  through  cooperative  planning  by  all  the  peoples  and 
nations  of  the  world. 

This  is  true  not  only  among  nations  but  also  within 
our  own  society.  The  problems  of  capital  and  labor  and 
the  welfare  of  the  public  can  be  better  solved  by  honest 
endeavor  through  cooperation  than  by  force  through 
strikes  and  lock-outs. 

If  peace  is  to  be  maintained  and  people  are  to  live 
together  in  harmony,  then  the  people  of  this  country  and 
of  the  world  must  learn  to  know  each  other  better.  Each 
must  learn  to  solve  problems  by  intelligent  debate,  reason, 
compromise,  and  deliberate  cooperation.  Not  only  must 
education  consist  of  a  knowledge  of  material  things  de¬ 
veloped  through  cold  scientific  research,  but  it  must  also 
include  a  sympathetic  understanding  of  other  peoples  and

Richard  Baxter  and  Paul  Dunlap  earned  for  them¬ 
selves  Varsity  D  letters  in  football.  We  also  were  well  represented  in  the 
music  department.  The  officers  who  directed  our  activities  were  Kenneth 
Wiley,  president;  Wilma  Meads,  vice  president;  Robert  Metzger,  secretary; 
Donna  Blymyer,  treasurer;  and  William  Fulton,  sergeant  at  arms. 

After  our  annual  vacation  we  resumed  our  studies  as  up-and-coming 
Sophomores.  As  our  second  step  in  higher  learning,  we  elected  our  sopho¬ 
more  officers.  Those  elected  were  Wilma  Meads,  president;  Lewis  Sterling, 
vice  president ;  Beth  Rose  Kiggins,  secretary-treasurer ;  and  Loren  Barnes, 
sergeant  at  arms.  Again  two  classmates  won  letters  in  athletics.  This  class 
was  also  well  represented  on  the  school  honor  roll. 

Back  again,  only  Juniors  this  time,  but  proud  of  it.  Our  officers  were 
Richard  Baxter,  president;  Harold  Davey,  vice  president;  Naomi  Freund, 
secretary ;  Helen  Heiss,  treasurer ;  and  Treva  Metcalfe,  sergeant  at  arms. 
Under  the  skillful  guidance  of  Miss  Katherine  Thutt,  this  class  put  on  one 
of  the  best  plays  of  the  year,  entitled  “Adam’s  Evening”.  Our  girls  were 
also  active  in  the  Girl  Reserves  and  the  Girls’  Athletic  Association.  We 
also  had  members  of  our  class  in  Band,  A  Cappella  Choir,  and  the  Jeffer¬ 
sonians.  On  May  12  we  put  on  the  Junior-Senior  Prom.  Its  theme  was 
“Fairy-land  Ball”.  Eight  of  our  classmates  were  sworn  into  the  National 
Honor  Society  this  year.  All  in  all,  our  junior  year  was  a  big  advance  in 
school  life. 

At  last  we  became  dignified  and  scholarly  Seniors.  Our  class  officers 
were  Harold  Davey,  president;  Donald  Allemeier,  vice  president;  Wilma 
Meads,  secretary;  Donna  Kuhn,  treasurer;  and  Kenneth  Dunlap,  sergeant 
at  arms.

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Class  Prophecy 

In  this  year  of  1970,  as  I  pick  up  my  firmly  packed  and  battered  suit¬ 
case  and  head  for  the  airport  of  Delphos,  I  wonder,  as  I  often  have,  about 
the  long  by-gone  years  at  Jefferson  High  and  the  many  old  classmates  of 
mine.  The  years  have  come  and  gone  since  that  famous  year  of  1946  when 
that  brilliant  class  of  struggling,  energetic  students  departed  from  those 
halls  of  knowledge.  Jefferson  High  is  now  a  historic  landmark  where  people 
the  world  over  come  in  their  jet-propelled  jitneys  to  see  the  place  where  the 
Class  of  1946  graduated. 

I  have  since  become  a  foreign  correspondent  and,  in  my  many  years  of 
travel,  have  met  and  have  had  several  pleasant  conversations  with  my 
former  classmates. 

It  was  shortly  after  the  end  of  World  War  II,  while  I  was  traveling 
through  Russia,  that  I  first  met  His  Excellency  of  the  United  Nations,  Mr. 
Kenneth  Wiley,  whose  capable  assistant  secretary  was  Carrie  Brenneman. 
It  was  but  a  short  time  thereafter  that  I  went  to  the  South  Sea  Island  of 
Ugh-Ugh  a-la  Boogie,  just  south  of  the  well-known  Jivenese  Islands,  for  an 
important  story  on  the  war  between  the  natives  there.  Whom  should  I  find 
but  John  Johnson  as  leader  of  one  of  the  native  tribes!  John’s  autogiro  had 
crashed  years  before,  and  when  the  natives  took  him  in,  he  found  he 
couldn’t  leave.  He  didn’t  grieve  the  loss  of  his  homeland,  however,  because 
he  had  brought  with  him  his  devoted  wife,  Beth  Kiggins,  who  watched  and 
attended  the  natives  with  loving  care. 

On  still  another  part  of  the  island  at  a  lonely  naval  post,  I  found 
Deloris  Ladd,  Elgene  Coffee,  Donna  Blymyer,  Naomi  Freund,  and  Helen 
Martin  awaiting  the  return  of  their  husbands,  naval  officers.  They  all 
seemed  quite  contented.  And  why  not?  All  the  convenience  of  home,  I  say. 
They  also  told  me  a  very  surprising  thing — Robert  Wahmhoff  was  a  rear 
admiral  now  in  command  of  their  husbands’  ship,  whose  junior  officer  was 
none  other  than  Oris  Druckemiller.  Such  surprising  things  that  do  happen ! 

But  that  is  nothing  compared  to  what  I  am  now  going  to  tell  you.  This 
would  have  made  excellent  news  in  1946.  In  1955,  I  had  the  opportunity  of 
taking  a  tour  of  my  own  United  States.  While  in  San  Francisco,  I  happened 
to  run  into  (although  being  run  over  would  be  more  like  it)  Wendell  McKee, 
a  traveling  salesman  at  that  time,  associated  with  a  brush  company  owned 
and  directed  by  a  certain  Mr.  Fuller.  During  the  monologue  which  took 
place  (and  I  do  mean  monologue)  he  told  me  not  to  miss  visiting  the  famous 
Stewart  Building  erected  by  our  former  classmate  and  philanthropist,  Wil¬ 
liam  Frederick  Stewart.  While  so  doing,  I  saw  an  office  door  with  the  name, 
RICHARD  C.  BAXTER :  ATTORNEY-AT-LAW,  printed  in  gold  letters  on 
the  door.  I  decided  visiting  with  Richard  for  a  few  minutes  would  be  a 
pleasant  pastime  indeed.  I  was  more  than  surprised  when  I  saw  Helen 
Heiss  at  the  receptionist’s  desk,  though.  She  took  me  into  her  confidence, 
and  in  doing  so,  she  told  me  she  was  playing  the  part  of  both  secretary  and 
wife,  since  Dick  didn’t  have  enough  funds  to  carry  him  through.  Helen, 
then,  told  me  that  Bill  Fulton  occupied  an  office  in  that  same  building.  Of 
course  all  of  you  know  that  William  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  further 
research  in  the  development  of  atomic  energy,  capably  assisted  by  Kenneth 
Dunlap  and  Richard  Cross,  both  skilled  in  the  field  of  science.
